In a statement contending that 
the price of wheat would rise if the 
fruarantee price were not main- 
tained, Barnes predicted a shrinkage 
in North American,.wheat produc- 
tion from the June forecast of prob- 
ably 400,000,000 bushels,"”’ with 250,- 
000,000 bushels applving to the 
United States crop, and also a 
shrinkage of 300,000,000 bushels in 
Kuropean rye and wheat production 
outside of Russia. The Grain Direc- 
tor, however, promised a readiust- 
ment in flour prices, if later devel- 
opments hold promise of a world 
price for wheat below the cuarantece 
figuré, with the National Treasury 
to bear the expense.

It has béen 
in the President’s hands for some 
time, and it is understood that he 
urged its speedy printing and trans- 
mittal to Congress in connection 
with efforts of the Government to 
combat the high cost of living. 

To show that the packers during 
the last four vears, have made un- 
warranted increases in the price of 
“nacker” hides, the report pointed 
out that the price differential be- 
tween their hides and “country” 
hides—-htdes of a lower grade—has 
increased “far bevond the usual 
proportion.” Charges of excessive 
profits against the tanner and the 
shoe manufacturer were said to be 
supported by “the high rates of re- 
turn on investments” in both indus- 
tries following the price increases. 

“The public,” said the report, 
“had to pay prices for shoes that 
not only could not be justified be- 
cause retail shoe dealers took too 
much profit, but because the dealer 
had to pass on to the consumer the 
excessive profits received by butch- 
ers for hides, and also the excess 
profits of tanners and shoe manu- 
facturers.”’

tions and Mr. Clemenceau said as 
that was a matter pertaining to oth- 
er Governments as well as the 
French Government, he must make 
inquiry. He inquired of me arg I 
said my impression was that, be- 
cause of the great freedom of de- 
bate, it might cause irritation and 
would be unwise lay the minutes 
before the Senate, and that I would 
communicate with the President. 
The President agreed with me and 
cabled the Peace Commission.”’ 

Questioned by Borah on Japan. 

The Shantung settlement then was 
taken up by Senator Borah, who 
asked when the State Department 
first heard of the secret treaty be- 
tween Japan and Great Britain, 
France and Italy for the cession of 
Shantung to Japan. 

“IT should have to look 
up before I could give a definite an- 
swer,’’ Mr. Lansing replied. He later 
promised to this and inform the 
committee 

When the Lansing-Ishii agreement 
was made, Mr. Lansing said, the de- 
partment knew of Japan’s 21 de- 
mands upon China, but added that 
the demands did not enter into the 
discussion of the agreement.

If they reach $1,400,378,398—the indicated sum—the 
fact will cause genuine worry as to cost of goods in the United States, 
not only because of the immense quantity of American commodities 
shipped abroad during the month, but for the reason that a further 
increase undoubtedly will follow in August. 

Taking the Government's own figures as a basis for calculation, 
it is apparent that there are now in storehouses awaiting transporta- 
tion overseas commodities valued at about $1,500,000,000. During 
July, 1913, the exports amounted to $160,990,778.

egation from the League of Women 
Voters of St. Louls County, including 
Mrs. J. Hal Lynch, Mra. Henry 
Wright, Mrs. C. C. Wolff, Mrs. Harry 
Palmer, rMs. T. F. Chaplin and Mrs. 
Charles Cole. 

Essen, leaving the chair, placed 
Wengler in nomination to succeed 
(;rueninger, but in doing 8o0 sald that 
it was his purpose immediately to 
resign, that Mrs. Merton might be 
elected to fill his place. This pro- 
gram was carried out, Mrs. Merton 
and Wengler being elected and Essen 
retiring 

Mrs. Merton refused to discuss her 
plans as the first woman member of 
a school board in the county, saving 
that she was independent in politics 
and did not yet have sufficient 
knowledge of public matters to dis- 
cuss them. 

Essen said he had been a member 
of the board 10 vears and had put 
forth his best efforts to build up the 
schools without. permitting politics to 
influence him.
